Pittsburgh, FDOI on 18 August 1994 with thematic 
stamps and FDOI on 19 August with the $5.00 
Washington-Jackson engraved stamp (p. 41); and 
two other ABNCo cards (SO 126 and SO 125) also 
FDOI with the $5.00 issue (pp. 42 and 43); another 
ABNCo card issued for Mega-Event with thematic 
stamps FDOI on 3 November 1994; and, finally, an 
unlisted card produced at NAPEX’94 in conjuction 
with the card offered by the FMA/BIA (FB 1994 A).

Souvenir Cards (B 199) that were “doctored” at the 
American Numismatic Association meeting at 
Anaheim, Ca, 16 August 1995. They include a copy 
with a real $1.00 Federal Reserve note pictured on 
the card attached thereto and FDOI with thematic 
stamps (p. 18), and three copies with “Disney 
Dollars” and thematic stamps added (pp. 19-21). He 
also sent a copy of the Florida United Numismatists 
(FUN’93) card (B 165) which was issued on 7 
January, with cancels for the FDOI of the Elvis 
Presley stamp 8 January in Memphis, the FUN 
show with Presley stamp on 8 January, and an 
unusual “First Day of Issue Celebratiions” cancel of 
16 June 1993 (p. 22).

Some background: the Truck Sheet was overprinted 3 times: 
1) For the October 13-15th, 1939, meeting of the 
Chicago Philatelic Society, the “MENU” sheet with 
the Banquet Menu printed on the back in black. 
2) For the August 29-September 1, 1940, Society 
of Philatelic Americans Convention in Cleveland, 
Ohio, with the overprint in red. 
3) For the Kent & Ravenna Philatelic Open House, 
shown above, again with the overprint in red. 


Curt Radford wrote (Souvenir Card Journal, Spring, 1986) 
"Two months (after the SPA Convention) the Truck 
visited the Kent and Ravenna Philatelic Open House 
in Kent, Ohio, where the third and final over- 
printed Truck Sheet was issued.” 


MYBTERY #1: As James Bruns, author of the book "The Phila- 
telic Truck” and Curator of the National 
Philatelic Collection at the Smithsonian, 
wrote and reminded me, on November 9th and 
10th the Philatelic Truck was not in Kent, 
Ohio, but in Fort Wayne, Indiana! How did 


the Truck get back to the K&R Open House? 


MYSTERY #21: The Truck was in Ravenna and in Kent, Ohio; bu’ 


on September 14th (Ravenna), a Saturday, and 
on September 14th (Kent), a Monday (no record 
of where it was on Sunday). 


PROPOSED SOLUTION: Again Jim has provided some intri- 
guing information in the form of clip- 
pings from newspapers of the Kent-Raverma area 


during the September week of the Truck’s visit. 


The key paragraph: 


"After coming out of the truck the Kent and 
Ravenna Stamp Clubs took advantage of the 
that there would be a free stamp exhibition 
at the Kent K. of C. hall on Nov. 9 and 10. 
That's what you call enterprise.” 


Now there is no proof, as yet, the the “little 
notice” was the Kent and Ravenna sheet, but it 
makes all kinds of sense. I believe that mem- 


bers of the Kent & Ravenna Clubs went to the SP 


Convention in nearby Cleveland 3 weeks earlier, 
saw the S.P.A.-overprinted Truck sheet, and con 
cluded that a K&R-overprinted Truck sheet would 
make a nice ‘vehicle’ to promote their own 
show. (Note that the K&R sheet is overprinted 
in bright red, in a shade similar to the SPA 
color—that is more than a coincidence!) They 
managed to get a supply of the (free) Truck 
sheets and did the overprints locally, nearly 
two months before the event itself. 





MYSTERY #3: Why have the K&R sheets been so rare? (There 
was not even a good reproduction of one until 
we distributed some!) We’d never seen the rea 
thing until last Fall. 


PROPOSED SOLUTION: Because they were given to the general 
public, and few were kept because most 
recipients were not collectors! Even 
those kept often get lost or damaged. 


Apparently a small number of the undistributed remainders 


were found recently! they drifted to our hands} now we are 
pleased to offer them on our list for the very first time!

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A FUN VISIT!

Like any big event, a visit to FUN SHOW ‘96 in 
Orlando this past January takes time to plan. 
Packing luggage a day or two in advance certainly 
is a big help, but therein lies the “stumbling block!” 
What engravings and collectibles to bring along on 
the air flight to Orlando? 


Systematically reviewing the many engravings | 
wanted to take, I had to face the harsh reality of lim- 
iting my “portable collection” to a few carefully 
selected pieces which would fit into one or two 
binders and my briefcase. The night before my 
flight’s departure, I sat up until 2 am preparing my 
collection for its visit to the Show. I pulled myself 
out of bed only to find about four inches of snow 
and ice on the ground and my car outside! With the 
assistance of my devoted wife, I drove off to 
Newark airport for my departing flight. Following 
check-in, it was off to Orlando. 


A two hour de-icing delay at the gate and a 125 mph 
headwind en route topped my travel time to 
Orlando at approximately five hours! I was glad to 
arrive safely in warm, but not so sunny Florida. 
After retrieving my luggage and a car rental, it was 
off to the Convention Center. 


A photo I.D. and a security check before entering 
the exhibition floor was followed by set-up day for 
most dealers and table holders. Time was spent 
assessing the SCCS’s table space and location, and 
making contact with fellow collectors and 
exhibitors. Although you don’t see every dealer and 
collector on a regular basis during the year, it is nice 
to meet old friends when attending such an event. I 
even bumped into “Boggs” when checking in at the 
hotel! 


John Parker found me roaming the convention floor 
and advised me that he had his accommodations 
moved from my hotel to a brand new one next door 
to the Convention Center. I managed to transfer my 
reservation to this new Omni hotel and was now 
within walking distance to the Show! 


During set-up a visit was paid to the BEP booth to 
say “hello” to Mike Bean, Tom Hipschen and Mary 
Halsall. Mike was kind enough to give me a pre- 
view of the spider proof which was printed on gray 
colored stock (the regular version is on cream 
stock). The BEP staff was, as always, very gracious. 


In the evening, John and I dined at Austin’s Steak 
House just down the road from the Convention 
Center. Great food! Apparently the members of the 
BEP thought so as well as we found them dining in 
the restaurant as we were being escorted to our din- 
ner table. Following dinner, John and I returned to 
the hotel for our own informal “swap and buy” ses- 
sion. Then it was time to “hit the sack.” It had been 
a long day! 


Thursday, I made my way to the Convention Center 
and prepared the table along with John and soon to 
arrive Ken Barr. The three of us greeted passers-by, 
provided information and explored the show. The 
BEP had their hand-pulled proof raffle at 1 pm and 
5 pm. As luck would have it, I lined up a show-goer 
to participate in the raffle for me at the 1 pm draw- 
ing. However, he decided to explore the convention 
floor and was not present at the raffle when his 
name was drawn out as the first “winner” for proof 
no. 1! When he did show up, the BEP had already 
disqualified him as a “winner” and my opportunity 
to obtain proof no. 1 was lost! He later apologized 
and said how sorry he was. I explained that he was- 
n’t as sorry as I was! John Parker was later able to 
secure this card and pass it on to a fellow collector. 
Proofs were eagerly purchased by collectors and 
show-goers alike. Many, I’m sure, will not come 
back into the collector arena for some time, as it was 
evident that even non-collectors expressed a keen 
interest in keeping one of the Bureau’s 50 limited 
edition proofs. Securing them was tough, with 
many collectors facing disappointment. 


As Friday arrived, the convention grew more 
intense, with the arrival of even more dealers and 
exhibitors. The morning was occupied with busi- 
ness at hand, and meeting with collectors and 
show-goers at the Society’s booth. Again the BEP 
raffles were scheduled for 1 pm and 5 pm. 


Late afternoon found us off to a paper show in near- 
by St. Petersburg. Due to a mix-up in communica- 
tion, John and Ken took one car, and I found it nec- 
essary to drive a second car to the show. As chance 
would have it, even though they left before me, I 
arrived shortly before them. While they bought gas 
en route, I found myself temporarily lost in Tampa! 


This show, although not large, did reveal some 
interesting “finds.” In all, we probably spent an 
hour at the show before returning to Orlando. 
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It did turn out to be a sad day in the annals of John 
Parker, as his name was drawn at the BEP’s 5 pm 
raffle and he wasn’t present to claim his prize! Even 
in the midst of our misfortunes, we were able to 
have a good laugh over the day’s events that 
evening while enjoying cocktails at the hotel with 
fellow collectors. 


Saturday saw the convention in full swing! The 
show seemed to be enjoyed by both serious and 
casual collectors alike, We met up Steve Patrick 
(Florida), Tom Whittle and his wife (New Jersey), 
Martin Rogan and his wife (Connecticut) along 
with other collectors. John hosted the SCCS 
Meeting at 10:30 along with guest speakers Mike 
Bean and Tom Hipschen from the BEP. Subjects 
covered included the new $100 bill and its security 
features, the BEP’s newly engraved “Miners Card & 
Proof,” CAPEX show in Toronto, and the proposed 
SCCS illustrated card catalog. One matter I brought 
up was my personal interest in trying to convince 
the Bureau to consider producing a limited edition 
Portrait and Vignette Presentation Book of approxi- 
mately 75-100 intaglio prints before the turn-of-the- 
century arrives. The last of these books was pro- 
duced in the late 1800’s and used for presentations 
to various officials and dignitaries representing 
examples of the Bureau’s finely engraved design 
work. They are, today, highly sought after by col- 
lectors at auctions. [Related article in this issue. Ed.] 


The balance of the day proved to be very busy 
greeting show-goers at the booth, seeking the elu- 
sive BEP spider proofs and processing show card 
cancellations for other members. 


In a separate meeting with Tom Hipschen at the 
BEP booth, he related his experience from last 
night’s dinner with Boggs at a nearby restaurant. 
Boggs paid for the party’s meal with one of his 
famous transactions. It was my understanding that 
the restaurant accepted his Boggs-bill offer without 
blinking an eye. I was told that the Boggs-bill pay- 
ment was sold “on the spot” to a waiting collector 
at the restaurant! Boggs, I’m sure, had numerous 
transactions during the course of the show. 


Not to be outdone, I came up with an offer for 
Boggs. I presented him with a concept and sold him 
a copy of the April 1989 issue of The Numismatist. 
(Collectors can search out this issue and let their 
Own imaginations decide what Boggs has in store 
for this special issue!) Boggs paid for the magazine 
with one of his $5 Boggs-bills making notations of 


the transaction on the reverse side of the note along 
with his signature and reference to the magazine. 
He numbered the bill as “254” and corresponded 
this number on to the cover of the magazine. He 
was quoted as saying “You got a good deal on this 
transaction” and that “You'll be seeing more of this 
(the completed Boggs-version of the magazine) in 
the future.” Boggs indicated he had “special plans” 
for this edition of The Numismatist. I guess I'll have 
to wait, possibly for the next trade show, to view 
the results of this transaction! 


Saturday drew to a close, with several collectors 
planning to attend the evening’s auction. In my 
room, as I contemplated a dinner restaurant, | 
received a distress call from my wife. It was evident 
that the big “Blizzard of ‘96” would “sock-in” the 
entire Northeast virtually crippling air flights along 
the seaboard. A corporate decision was made and I 
decided to change my flight reservations from 
Monday evening to Sunday afternoon. (As my dis- 
play items were locked up under security in the 
convention hall, further plans for an early Sunday 
morning departure could not be finalized.) The 
storm was scheduled to hit the New York/New 
Jersey area at about noon on Sunday, making my 
plans for an afternoon departure from Orlando 
uncertain. 


In a last ditch effort to beat the “Blizzard of ‘96”, I 
headed to the convention center on Saturday night 
to meet with security representatives and evaluate 
gaining access to my display material. Following 
verification of my I.D. and sympathizing with my 
dilemma, they escorted me to the Society’s table. 
After providing an inventory of my material to 
security, I was escorted from the hall. I owe a debt 
of thanks to the security representatives for their 
assistance. Without their help I would have been 
another casualty of canceled airline flights! 


Sunday morning, up at 4:15 and out by 6:00! Lines 
at the airport began to grow as other travelers antic- 
ipated earlier departures. My flight left on schedule. 
When we arrived, I never thought Newark could 
look so good! Once home, again courtesy of my 
wife’s loving devotion (or fear of shoveling all the 
snow by herself), I began the big “dig-out.” It was 
only several days later, after soothing my aching 
back, that I began to assess my treasures from FUN 
SHOW ‘96.

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PROPOSAL FOR A PRESENTATION BOOK 


When I mention a Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
“Portrait & Vignette” Presentation Book, many col- 
lectors express a gaze of curiosity. It’s no wonder 
that this expression is evident, as the world of the 
BEP Presentation Book has long been a secret area of 
collecting enjoyed only by a select few individuals. 


BEP Presentation Books were produced during the 
late 1800’s and made available principally to select 
government officials, who in turn used them as gifts 
or presentations to prominent officials, foreign dig- 
nitaries or other “deserving” individuals. The books, 
considered works of art by many, contained some of 
the finest examples of steel engravings using the 
intaglio printing process produced in the United 
States during the period. Today such books are 
highly prized and sought after by collectors as well 
as those who appreciate the finely detailed “art” 
produced by the BEP during this period. The aver- 
age collector could scarcely comprehend the idea of 
glancing through the pages of such a book, let alone 
contemplate the prospect of ever obtaining one for 
his collection. In fact, most collectors of the period 
probably did not know of their existence. 


Scarce as they are, BEP Presentation Books occa- 
sionally do surface in the marketplace. When they 
do appear, most are traded or sold through person- 
al contact or at auction, often commanding high 
premiums commensurate with their condition. 


BEP Presentation Books often contained 100 to 150, 
and in some cases even more, steel engravings. 
Over the years, different varieties have surfaced, 
with no two books appearing in the same format. 
Some volumes contain engravings printed on India 
paper which in turn are mounted on the pages. 
Other formats exist with engravings printed direct- 
ly on the page, bearing the distinctive die-sunk 
impression on the page. In either format, these 
hand-pulled prints represented some of the 
Bureau's finest work. For the most part, original 
examples were produced with finely decorated, 
hand-tooled, gilt trimmed, Morrocan leather bind- 
ings. Ribbed decorative spines entitled “Portraits 
and Vignettes” alerted prospective recipients to 
their contents. The edges of exposed pages reflected 
the book’s stature through brightly colored gilt trim. 


Due to their scarcity, today’s collector can only rel- 
ish the thought of slowly through the pages of such 
a book. Many contemporary collectors, even today,

have yet to see one! Once exposed to the fine art- 
work and format of a BEP Presentation Book, col- 
lectors can only harbor thoughts of owning their 
Own personal copy. This prospect, however, is min- 
imal at best, as few books have survived the past 
century, with many of those containing evidence of 
damage due to improper storage. Water staining, 
mildew and foxing are often found in surviving 
examples. To make matters worse, many books 
were, and still are, commonly torn apart, only to be 
sold for their individual plates. Sadly enough, indi- 
vidual plates, when sold in this manner, routinely 
command higher prices on a per-page basis than the 
book as a whole normally commands if left intact! 


As a collector of such books, I often wish more 
examples were available in the marketplace. 
However, due to the high prices they comman<d, it is 
most certainly in the best interest of my own pock- 
etbook, that these books remain elusive, as they rep- 
resent a very special treat only to be considered for 
purchase on rare occasions. 


But, the question still remains...can today’s collec- 
tor ever grasp the opportunity of owning their own 
personal copy of a BEP Presentation Book ? No 
enjoyment, of course, can match the thrill of owning 
one of the original versions produced during the 
late 19th century. However, there may be an option 
for today’s collector in obtaining a contemporary 
version of a BEP Presentation Book. 


Herein lies the purpose of this article. I would sim- 
ply like to propose the idea of producing a limited 
edition, contemporary version of a BEP 
Presentation Book for sale and distribution by the 
end of the year 1999, i.e., before the turn of the cen- 
tury. (Although, technically speaking, the “turn of 
the century” does not actually occur until the year 
2001, the year 1999 is the most commonly associat- 
ed with this event.) 


The concept of producing such a book may seem 
overwhelming at first. However, given the history 
and ingenuity of the Bureau and its employees, I 
am confident that such a task can not only be suc- 
cessfully initiated, but realized by the end of 1999. 
The “window of opportunity” now exists for the 
Bureau to embark on such an endeavor and cele- 
brate the century-old concept of the Presentation 
Book. Such a project would certainly please collec- 
tors and non-collectors alike and serve as a fitting 
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tribute to the skills of the Bureau and its employees 
as we enter the year 2000. 


Such a proposal engenders many questions to 
which I would like to respond: 


1. How many books should be made? I envision a 
limited edition of 1,000 books, based on the num- 
ber’s association with the first “millennium.” 
Realistically speaking, I think such an edition is 
workable and makes sense in determining cost. 


2. Can such a project be accomplished and how 
long would it take? I believe it can be accomplished 
based on the number of annual souvenir card 
“press impressions” produced by the Bureau. If one 
considers that the BEP annually produces approxi- 
mately 8,000 cards for each of six events, almost all 
requiring four passes through the press to complete 
the final card (text, engraved vignette, color tint or 
background imaging, embossing or foil application, 
etc.), in addition to three” specially printed show- 
related proofs,” with an edition of 2,000 cards each, 
plus the “special” cards not incorporated into the 
regular subscription series (Savings Bond, BEP 
Western facility, etc.) the numbers then become 
understandable. I have therefore estimated an 
annual press run in the neighborhood of 222,000 
impressions. Multiplied by a factor of three, the 
years required to produce the book by the end of 
1999, you have a total of 666,000! In contrast, the 
book would require something like 105,000 impres- 
sions over the same period. 


3. What would be the format? The book should fol- 
low the traditional format used by the Bureau as 
described earlier. It might contain:a title page 
reproducing the nineteenth century treasury seal 
and a volume number; an introduction explaining 
the nature of the book.; an index and acknowledge- 
ment or dedication pages; perhaps 100 engraved 
portraits or views, including the BEP building(s), 
the 24 presidents—Washington to McKinley— 
though the 19th century; various other buildings in 
Washington; allegorical figures and scenes; and, of 
course, eagles. 


4. What about the selling price? This is a tough one 


to answer. Based on current selling prices at the 
Visitor’s Center of $5.00 per card, we may have a 
base price of $500. Adding an additional $200 for 
binding, shipping, advertising and promotion, | 
reach an estimated cost of $700 per book. If the BEP 
were to collect “advance order” deposits of $250 
each for the 1,000 copies, this would produce 
$250,000 as “start-up” funds. The remaining funds 
could be received over the next two years in similar 
deposits. 


5. Will collectors buy this book? I have confronted 
several collectors about this and, quite frankly, my 
initial response has not all been positive. However, 
I personally feel that collectors will respond and 
may even order a second copy, assuming the price 
fits into their budgets. In addition to Souvenir Card 
collectors, there are currency, coin, stamp and 
vignette collectors, as well as members of the 
Bureau, government, corporate and professionals 
who may be considered as in the marketplace. It 
may be that 1,000 copies is too low an edition and 
perhaps 2,000 copies might be planned. 


6. Would the BEP consider producing such a book? 
I believe so and, with the “turn-of-the-century” fast 
approaching we cannot afford to miss this “window 
of opportunity’—a chance to exhibit archival 
engraving techniques from a period when the “art 
of engraving” flourished. 


To help evaluate the prospect for a Bureau 
Presentation Book, I have prepared a survey [oppo- 
site page] which I ask the membership and any 
interested non-members to complete and return to 
me. Results of the survey will be published in a 
future edition of this Journal. Any additional com- 
ments and/or suggestions are also solicited.

The Bureau attended the Florida United 
Numismatists (FUN) 41st Show, 4-7 January 1996 at 
the Orange County Convention/Civic Center in 
Orlando, FL. 





Thomas R. Hipschen, Portrait Engraver, who 
engraved the intaglio print, was available to auto- 
graph copies. Mike Bean, Plate Printer, demonstrat- 
ed the printing techniques on a 19th Century spider 
press. 


Hipschen’s engraving shows 
miners panning for gold 
near Helena, Montana. The 
vignette (miscellaneous die 
#195471-3) is from an old 
photograph in the Allan G. 
Hooper Collection. It was 
designed by Peter Cocci, 
engraved by Hipschen, with 
letter engraving by Dixie O.

1874), a United States Senator from Massachusetts. 


The Silver Certificate, from Miscellaneous Die 
#2555, was completed in April 1878. The portrait 
was engraved by Charles Burt in 1874. The note on 
the card is from the Series 1878 version and bears 
the signatures of Scofield 
and Gilfillan. There are 14 
notes from the 1878 and 
1880 series believed to be 
still outstanding, but only 
one from the 1878 version is 
known to collectors. 


The banknote design which 
appears on the Souvenir 
Card is slightly different 
from the issued version. On 
the issued silver certificate, 
series 1878 and series 1880, 
the words “Engraved and 
Printed at the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing” 
appear on the right margin 
adjacent to the bust of 
Senator Charles Sumner. 
Miscellaneous die #2555, 
used for this card, appears 
today with the same phrase 
along the bottom margin. Bureau records indicate 
that miscellaneous die #2555 was, in fact, created in 
1878 and may have been modified subsequent to its 
use in the production of the issued silver certifi- 
cates.

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The Bureau of Engraving and Printing exhib- 
ited at the Suburban Washington/Baltimore 
Coin Show at the Baltimore (Inner Harbor) 
Convention Center on 22-24 March 1996. 
Their popular Billion Dollar Exhibit—sheets 
of historic, rare, and antique currency total- 
ing one billion dollars—was. featured. The 
exhibit includes notes from the time when 
currency was backed directly to the values of 
silver and gold. 


The Bureau introduced a souvenir card that 
features the reverse side of a rare $500 Silver 
Certificate. The ornately-lettered back, 
including the words “United States Silver 
Certificate Five Hundred Dollars,” is on the 
back of a note containing the head of Senator 
Charles Sumner of Massachusetts, a contro- 
versial political figure of the Civil War era. 


Few notes of this design, Series 1878 and 1880, are 
known to exist. The miscellaneous die #2539 for this 
back was completed in March 1878, but no informa- 
tion is available about the engraver. The series was 
countersigned by W. G. White, J. C. Hopper, T. 
Hillhouse, R. M. Anthony, and A. U. Wyman.
